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MARSHAL NAGLE’S CRIME. 


THE public mind appears to be somewhat un- 
settled upon the question of the right of Nagle to 
kill Terry while assaulting Judge Field. His justi- 
fication is as clear as is the benefit of his act to a 
long-suffering community. Judge Field was as- 
saulted unexpectedly from behind, while seated at 
a dining table, by a notorious assassin and ruffian, 
who had sworn to kill him, and who, according to 
the testimony of at least one wilness, was armed 
with a long knife, had sent his wife for a 
pistol and was intending to use it as soon as ob- 
tained. Had Judge Field, knowing the character 
of his assailant, and aware of the bloody threats 
of this embodiment of the Rebellion, killed the 
man where he stood, he would have been com- 
pletely justified, not only by public opinion and 
plain common sense, but by the common law of 
England, the United States, and the State of Cali- 
fornia. The rule is that the danger which justi- 
fies homicide in self-defence must be actual and 
urgent. And was it not so in this case? - No one 
who reflects upon the features of the case—an old 
man without means of defence, fastened in a sit- 
ting posture by the table at which he sat and the 
chair he occupied, already smitten with one severe 
blow and about to receive another more severe 
from a notorious ruffian who had publicly avowed 
his intention to slay him—no one surely can 
deny that the peril threatening Judge Field was 
both actual and urgent, in the very highest degree. 

‘*A man may repel force by force in the defence 
of his person, habitation, or property, against one 
or many who manifestly intend and endeavor by 
violence or surprise to commit a known felony on 
either.” ‘In such case he is not obliged to retreat, 
but may pursue his adversary till he find himself 
out of danger; and, if in a conflict between them he 
happens to kill, such killing is justifiable. The 
nght of self-defence in case of this kind is founded 
on the law of nature; and is not, nor can be, 
superseded by any law of society. Where a known 
felony is attempted upon the person, be it to rob or 
murder, the party assaulied may repel force by 
force; and even his servant attendant on him, or 
any person present, may interpose for preventing 
mischief; and if death ensue, the party so interpos- 
ing will be justified.” (Wharton Amer. Crim. law, 
Vol. 2, see. 1019.) 

This is the Jaw, as recognized at the present day 
and established by centuries of precedent, and it 
completely exonerates Nagle—of course, Judge Field 
needs no exoneration—from any, the least, crimin- 
ality in what he did. He is acquitted of wrong- 
doing, not only in his character of attendant or ser- 
vant, but in that of bystander simply. He was as 
much bound to kill Terry under the cireumstances 
as every bystander in the room was bound to kill 
him; and in his capacity of guard, especially ap- 
pointed to defend an invaluable life against a known 
and imminent felony, he was so bound ina much 
greater degree. 

‘* A sincere and apparently well grounded belief 
that a felony is about to be perpetrated will exten- 
uate a hcmicide committed in prevention of it, 
though the defendant be but a private citizen.” (25 
Alab., 15). See Wharton, above quoted, who em- 
bodies the doctrine in his text. (Vol. 2, sec. 1039.) 

Except perhaps from mob violence at the hands 
of Terry’s friends and followers, every one of whom 
will be found to have beeu a proslavery fighter, Mr. 
Nagle is as safe from any personal consequences 
for bis act as is Judge Field or the President of the 
United States. There is no evidence against him. 

Let us be grateful from our hearts that the old 
Mosaic law, ‘‘ whoso sheddeth man’s blood by man 
shall his blood be shed,” is shown by this memora- 
ble event to have not yet fallen altogether into in- 
nocuous desuetude; and let us give thanks to God 
that He has seen fit on this occasion to preserve 
from death at the hands of an intoijerable ruffian 
the life of that high-minded, pure-handed, and 
excellent jurist and magistrate, Stephen J. Field.

1 desire to be buried in 
a very plain pine coffin, 4s one of the men and with 
the men. I[ have seen sv much at funerals that bas 
been so objectionable and so undesirable that I 
have resolved all my lifethat [I will doall inmy 
power to correctit. I desire that none of my rela- 
tives shall go in mourning for me, and there is to 
be no head or foot stone at my grave, but rather a 
large, rough, unhewn stone, with no inscription ex- 
cept ‘1819,’ the year of my death, and * E. C. B.’ 
Let all wy or sermons be committed to the 
flames, for I feel confident that they will give more 
light out of the pulpit than they ever gave in it.” 

REFERRING to the late Major George Richard 
Grabam, U.S. Marine Corps, the Vallejo Chronicle 
says: 

The Major was well known in Valiejo,as be commanded 
the guard at Mare Island Navy-yard trom 1871-74. He was 
very extensively connected in the Navy, haviog permapee 
larger vumber of immediate relatives belonging to it than 
any otber officer of that branch of the public service, The 
Ramsays, Watsons, Davenports, and Grahams are all kith 
and kin; and there have been family representatives in the 
Navy almost since its organizution. The father of the Major 
was a prominent mao in bis day, and was the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office under the administration of 
Andrew Jackson. His motber was the eldest sister of the 
late Commudore James M. Watson, who was for many years 
a resident of this town,aud whose grave is in the Naval 
Cemetery at Mare Island. Appointed a second lieutenant 
of warines in 1847, the first cruise of young Graham was to 
the Pacific in the U.S. ship St. Mary's. He saw the town of 
Yerba Buena when it was a straggling place of a few adobe 
houses. In the course of bis sea service the Major visited 
all portions of the navigable globe. During the war he took 

rt in the Port Royal expedition, and served creditably in 
snding vperations. Possessing a private competency, on 
his own application be was retired in 1876, alter nearly 
twenty-nine years of ective duty, since whicb time he bas 
resided in Washington City, the piace of his birth. ** Dick” 
Grabam, as be was familiarly known to the olger officers of 
the Navy, those of his corps and intimates, was a man of 
po nw! J qualities. He was the very soul of bonor; liberal 
to the verge of generosity ; 80 amiable as never to be known 
to sveak disperagiogly of otbers. Kind aod thoughtful of 
the feetings of his friends, it is not to be wonde that he 
aied without un enemy, leaving bebind him, to survivi 
sbipmates and ola associates, the remembraace of a 
pleasant companionship. To the scidiers of his corps who 
served under bim he was much endeared by bis almost 
fatherly care avd constant watchfulvess to contribute to 
their comtort. He vever murried, but though he led a 
bachelor’s life, he kept open bouse for his triends and ex- 
ercised much hospitality. His nearest relatives are bis sis- 
ter, Mrs. Jeannie Grabam Davenport, widow of tbe late 
Capt. Davenport, ot the Navy, ana ber son, Lieut. Richard

= Davenport, at present the navigatiog officer of the 
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MARSHAL NAGLE’S CRIME. 


THE public mind appears to be somewhat un- 
settled upon the question of the right of Nagle to 
kill Terry while assaulting Judge Field. His justi- 
fication is as clear as is the benefit of his act to a 
long-suffering community. Judge Field was as- 
saulted unexpectedly from behind, while seated at 
a dining table, by a notorious assassin and ruffian, 
who had sworn to kill him, and who, according to 
the testimony of at least one wilness, was armed 
with a long knife, bad sent his wife for a 
pistol and was intending to use it as soon as ob- 
tained. Had Judge Field, knowing the character 
of bis assailant, and aware of the bloody threats 
of this embodiment of the Rebellion, killed the 
man where he stood, he would have been com- 
pletely justified, not only by publie opinion and 
plain common sense, but by the common law of 
England, the United States, and the State of Cali- 
fornia. The rule is that the danger which justi- 
fies homicide in self-defence must be actual and 
urgent. And was it not so in this case? - No one 
who reflects upon the features of the case—an old 
man without means of defence, fastened in a sit- 
ting posture by the table at which he sat and the 
chair he occupied, already smitten with one severe 
blow and about to receive another more severe 
from a notorious ruffian who had publicly avowed 
his intention to slay him—no one surely can 
deny that the peril threatening Judge Field was 
both actual and urgent, in the very highest degree. 

‘*A man may repel force by force in the defence 
of his person, habitation, or property, against one 

or many who manifestly intend and endeavor by 
violence or surprise to commit a known felony on 
either.” ‘‘In such case he is not obliged to retreat, 
but may pursue his adversary till he find himself 
out of danger; and, if in a conflict between them he 
happens to kill, such killing is justifiable. The 
right of self-defence in case of this kind is founded 
on the law of nature; and is not, nor can be, 
superseded by any law of society. Where a known 
felony is attempted upon the person, be it to rob or 
murder, the party assaulted may repel force by 
force; and even his servant attendant on him, or 
any person present, may interpose for preventing 
mischief; and if death ensue, the party so interpos- 
ing will be justified.” (Wharton Amer. Crim. law, 
Vol. 2, sec. 1019.) 

This is the Jaw, as recognized at the present day 
and established by centuries of precedent, and it 
completely exonerates Nagle—of course, Judge Field 
needs no exoneration—from any, the least, crimin- 
ality in what he did. He is acquitted of wrong- 
doing, not only in his character of attendant or ser- 
vant, but in that of bystander simply. He was as 
much bound to kill Terry under the cireumstances 
as every bystander in the room was bound to kill 
him; and in his capacity of guard, especially ap- 
pointed to defend an invaluable life against a known 
and imminent felony, he was so bound ina much 
greater degree. 

‘* A sincere and apparently well grounded belief 
that a felony is about to be perpetrated will exten- 
uate a hemicide committed in prevention of it, 
though the defendant be but a private citizen.” (25 
Alab., 15). See Wharton, above quoted, who em- 
bodies the doctrine in his text. (Vol. 2, sec. 1039.) 

Except perhaps from mob violence at the hands 
of Terry’s friends and followers, every one of whom 
will be found to haye beeu a proslavery fighter, Mr. 
Nagle is as safe from any personal consequences 
for bis act as is Judge Field or the President of the 
United States. There is no evidence against him. 

Let us be grateful from our hearts that the old 
Mosaic law, ‘‘ whoso sheddeth man’s blood by man 
shall his blood be shed,” is shown by this memora- 
ble event to have not yet fallen altogether into in- 
nocuous desuetude; and let us give thanks to God 
that He has seen fit on this occasion to preserve 
from death at the hands of an intoierable ruffian 
the life of that high-minded, pure-handed, and 
excellent jurist and magistrate, Stephen J. Field.

I bave seen sv much at funerals that has 
been so objectionable and so undesirable that I 
have resolved all my life that [ will doall inmy 
power to correctit. I desire that none of my rela- 
tives shall go in mourning for me, and there is to 
be no head or foot stone at my grave, but rather a 
large, rough, unhewn stone, with no inscription ex- 
cept ‘1819,’ the year of my death, and * E. C. B.’ 
Let all wy or sermons be committed to the 
flames, for I feel confident that they will give more 
light out of the pulpit than they ever gave 1n it.” 

REFERRING to the late Major George Richard 
Grabam, U.S. Marine Corps, the Vallejo Chronicle 
says: 

The Major was well known in Valiejo,as be commanded 
the guard at Mare Island Navy-yard trom 1871-74. He was 
very extensively connected io the Navy, haviog perhaps a 
larger pbumber of immediate relatives belonging to it than 
any otber officer of that branch of the public service, The 
Ramsays, Watsons, Davenports, and Grahams are all kith 
and kin; and there bave been family representatives in tbe 
Navy almost since its organization.

Appointed a second lieutenant 
of warines in 1847, the first cruise of young Graham was to 
the Pacific in the U.S. ship St. Mary's. He saw the town of 
Yerba Buena when it was a straggliog place of a few adobe 
bouses. In the course of his sea service the Major visited 
ali portions of the navigable globe. During the war he took 

rt in the Port Royal expedition, and served creditably in 
sending vperations. Possessing a private competency, on 
his own application be was retired in 1876, after nearly 
twenty-nine years of active duty, since whicb time he has 
resided in Washington City, the place of his birtb. ** Dick” 
Grabam, as be was familiarly known to the olger officers of 
the Navy, those of his corps and inu.mates, was a man of 
admirable qualities. He was the very soul of bonor ; liberal 
to the verge of generosity ; 80 amiable as never to be known 
to sveak disparagiogly of otbers. Kind and thoughtful of 
tne feetings of his friends, it is not to be wonde that he 
aied without un enemy, leaving bebind him, to survivin 
sbipmates and olu associates, the remem ace of a 
pleasant companionship. To tbe sciders of bis corps who 
served under bim he was much endeared by bis almost 
fatberiy cure aud constant watchfulpess to contribute to 
their comtort. He never murried, but though he led a 

chelor’s life, he kept open bouse for his friends and ex- 
ercised much bospitality. His nearest relatives are bis sis- 
ter, Mrs. Jeannie Graham Davenport, widow of tbe late 
Capt. Davenport, ot the Navy, and ber son, 
Graham Davenport, at present the navigating officer of the

THE remains of the late Captain J. W. Roder, 4th 
U. 8. Artillery, were buried in St. Francis’ Ceme- 
tery, Providence, R. 1., Aug. 17, and were attended 
by several officers of the Regular Army. Dying as 
he did, far from the station of his battery, it was 
not practicable to get troops to the funeral in time.

The Journal says: The prospect was that 
a soldier who had been a brave man, who had won 
a glorious record in the Civil War, and who had 
been a shining example of what a man should be all 
his life, must go to his last resting place unattended 
and obscure. Gen. Rhodes became aware of the state 
of affairs late on Friday and set to work at once to 
make what preparations he could for the ceremonies. 
Capt. Duffy, of Co. A of the Ist, and Lieut. Ely, of 
the Machine Gun Battery, spent all of Friday night 
in getting together the wen of their commands. 
They prepared, adiressed and delivered in perzon 
over 50 letters like the following before 6 o’clock 


Saturday morning: 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., Aug. 17, 1889. 

Major Roder, U.S. A., is to be buried in this city this 
morning. It is my earnest request that you report at the 
armory in full dress uniform at9 o’clock, that we may ac- 
cord the distinguished officer a soldier’s burial. 

Your presence will be a personal tribute which will be 
feit by Major Roder’s family, hisregiment and by the Army 
“ large. and reflect great credit on the character of the 


The result was a remarkable showing. A number 
of the field and staff officers of the 2d Regiment and 
two of the brigade staff were present with the de- 
tachments at the undertaker’s rooms where Major 
Roder’s body was lying. The Rhode [sland militia 
gave the noble soldier a soldier’s burial. They 
marched to the cemetery with the hearse, the three 
yolleys were fired over the grave, the bugle sounded 
taps, and every face in the little band showed the 
earnest sympathy which they had with the solitary 
mourner, the major’'s wife. Thus by a bit of thought- 
fulness, and by the exhibition of something of sol- 
dierly feeling the R.1. M. has endeared itself to 
every friend that Major Roder had in the Regular 
Army and distinguished the State service in the 
eyes of every Regular officer in the service of the 
Umited States. Capt. J. P. Grimes, 2d U.S. Artil- 
lery, of Fort Adams, R. I1., referring to the action 
noted, writes us: “ All honor to the members of the 
Rhode Island militia who, responding to the invita- 
tion of their Genera), made a sacrifice of their con- 
venience. and gave a whole day from their several 
vocations to show respect and follow to the grave 
our deceased brother, who was Known to but few 
of them save only that he was an officer of the 
Army.” 

Mason Harvey E. Brown, Surgeon, U. S. A., 
who had been in poor health for a long time past, 
died at Jackson Barracks, New Orleans, La., Aug. 
20th, of consumption. The funeral took place on 
Thursday, the remains being interred in the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Chalmette. The deceased officer 
was a son of General Harvey Brown, Colonel of the 
6th Artillery, a distinguished and well known officer 
’ of the old Army. When the war broke out he 
joined the 70th New York Volunteers as Assistant 
Surgeon, and on August 31, 1861, was promoted 
Surgeon. He resigned in December, 1862, and in 
April, 1863, was appointed Assistant Surgeoa in the 
Regular Army, with the rank of ist Lieutenant; 
promoted Captain in 1866, and Major in 1881. For 
his faithful and meritorious services during the 
war he received the brevets of Captain and Major. 
Dr. Brown had large experience in yellow fever 
cases, and for that reason had since the war been 
stationed at Soutbern posts where the disease 1s 
likely toappear. His maiden sister who nursed 
him through al! his illness, is said to be now the last 
survivor of the family.

OUR NEW NAVY. 


SEVEN ae have elapsed since the first keel of 
the New Navy was laid. Now let us see what we 
have to showjfor the seven years work. At sea we 
have one, and only one, of the new vessels—the little 
Dolphin, which, although pronounced structurally 
weak, has succeeded in making a cruise nearly 
around the world, and late reports show ber to 
be in good condition. Of the ether three vessels 
contracted for at the same time only one, the At- 
lanta, has made a cruise worthy of mention. She 
went to the West Indies, brought back a case of 
yellow fever and has been at New York ever since 
until last week when she was sent to Newport for 
her speed and turning trials. The Boston, which, like 
the Atlanta, has been in commission for three years, 
made a brief trip to Hayti and is now on the docks 
undergoing extensive repairs to her bottom as a re- 
sult of an accident during her recent speed and 
turning trials. 

The Chicago since her steam trial early in 1887 has 
been a familiar object at the Brooklyn Yuard, but 
the good news comes at last that she is ready for her 
speed trial at Newport and unless further accidents 
occur her presence in the European squadron will 
not be many more months. 

The Yorktown, the first of the second edition of 
the new Navy, is also ready for her speed trial, and 
she, too, may before the close of the calendar year, 

join the En rise, the soleship of the American 
avy on the European station. 

The Baltimore, if promises are fulfilled, may also 
get tosea by January. Her official trial trip will 
occur on Monday next, at sea or in the Bay. as de- 
termined by the board who are to have charge of 
the trial, viz: Capt. Wm. A. Kirkland, president ; 
Capt. Henry L. Howison, Comdr. Henry Glass, Ch. 
Engr. 8S. L. P. Ayres, and Naval Constructor W. H. 
Varney. 

To ascertain the horse power developed, the fol- 
lowing officers of the Engineer Corps have been de- 
tailed: Ch. Engrs. 8S. L. P. Ayres, Robert Potts and 
Geo. E. Tower. The assistants to the latter board 
are P. Asst. Engrs. H. 8S. Ross, E. C. Engard, J. A. B. 

Row- 
botham, W. L. Cathcart, George S. Willits and R. T. 
Hall, and Asst. Eogrs. Harry Hall, J. L. Wood, F. 
H. Conant, R. B. Higgins and G. G. Mitchell. 

The Board has been instructed to make its exam- 
ination and report full and complete, and especially 
on the following important points: 


1, Whether the vessel is sufficiently strong to carry the 
armament, equipment, coal, stores and machinery indicated 
in the plans and specifications. 

2. Whether the hulland fittingsand the machinery, in- 
cluding engines, boilers and appurtenances of the vessel, are 
strong and well built and in strict conformity with the con- 
tract, drawings, plans and specifications, and with duly au- 
thorized changes in the same. 

3, Whether the vessel is in all respects complete and ready 
for aelivery, in accordance with the requirements of the 
contract. And if the Board shall find thar the vessel is not 
so completed it will include in its oy a statement in de- 
tail of work requi to complete her in all respects ready 
for deliv: ry. Should the Board consider it necessary for the 
proper performance of the duties hereby devolved upon 
them that the vessel should be examined while in dock, 
they will require the contractors to place her in dry dock, 
either before or after the sea trial, as the Board may deein 
proper. 

The cruiser Charleston and the gunboat Petrel had 
their second official trials this week. They will, 
therefore, soon come in possession of the Govern- 
ment, and by Jan. 1, at the latest, ought to be ready 
for sea service. By that time the Ordnance Depart- 
ment promises to have a sufficient number of 6 inch 
guns completed to equip them, so that there would 
seem to be no further excuse for not sending the 
Chicago, Boston, Atlanta, Charleston, Baltimore, 
Yorktown aud Petrel and, possibly, the Concord 
and Bennington, to join the several depleted squad- 
rons within the next six months. 

The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, as far as the ves- 
sel itself is concerned, has been ready for sen serv- 
ice for several mouths, but on her last trial trip an 
accident to one of her pneumatic guns caused her 
to be returned to the contractors, who now state 
pare the vessel and her guns are ready for another 
trial. 

Of the remaining vessels already contracted for, 
the Philadelphia is the only one ready for launch- 
ing. She will be put in the water on Saturday or 
Monday next. The Concord and Bennington will 
follow about a month later. The San Francisco and 
the coast and harbor defence vessel are therefore 
the only vessels at present untouched, for that ves- 
sel will not be launched during the present year. 
The Tezxus and Maine, being built at the Norfolk 
and New York Navy-yards respectively, are still in 
the preliminary stages, and months, probably years, 
will elapse before either of them get into the water. 

There are still two 3,000 and three 2,000 ton cruis- 
ers, one armored cruiser of 7,500, one protected 
cruiser of 5,300, one dynamite cruiser, one steel 
practice ship, one armor ram for harbor defence 
and four steam tugs for use at Navy-yards and the 
Thomas cruiser for which provision has veen made 
by Congress, yet to be contracted for. Bids for the 
first five were opened at the Navy Department on 
Thursday. 

The Bath (Me.) lron Co. offers to build the three 
2,000 ton ships for $780,000 Seach and Messrs Cramp 
Son wanted $875,000 for each. The Cramps presented 
the only bid for the 3,000 ton vessels, viz.: $1,225,000. 
The lowest bid is $80,000 in excess of the appropria- 





Department. 

The condition of the yessels not already mentioned 
will be learned from the tabulated statement on 
page 1065, which shows the present status of all the 
vessels of the New Navy exceot the Roach cruisers. 

The plans of the 7,000 and 5.300 ton ships were fin- 
ally agreed upon by the Board on Designs on Friday 
last, and the several bureaux of the devartment are 
now industriously engaged upon the detailed plans, 


The plan decided upon for tbe 7.500 ton vessel is 
that of the Eoglish armored ships Warspiteand [m- 
perieuse, with some slight modifications. Sbe will 
be 315 ft.x62, entirely of steel of domestic manufac. 
ture, fitted with twin screws and vertical triple ex- 
9 engines; estimated h. p.. 10,000; speed, 17 

nots; bunker capacity, 1,200 tons; at 10 knots she 
can steam 7,000 miles. 

The plan agreed upon for the 5,300 ton vessel is 
somewhat similar to the Spanish ship Rena Regente, 
although the displacement wil) be greater; 318 feet 
long; beam, 50 feet; maximum speed, 20 knots; h. p., 
11,000. She will be fitted with the same class of en- 
gines as the larger ship, and built of steel through- 
out. Her bunker supply is 1.100 tons, enabling her 
to maintain a 10 knot speed 5,500 miles. The propo- 
sals for the construction of these two vessels will 
not be ready for advertisement for at least four 
months. 

The entire batteries for these two vessels have not 

et been agreed upon, but two, if not more, of the 
ie aud 16 inch guns will be mounted on the 7,500 ton 
cruiser, and the main battery of the 5,300 ton ves- 
sel will be 10 and 12 inch breechloading rifles. The 
secondary battery will be in keeping with the class 
of the vessels, and will bave 3, 4 and 6 pounder rapid 
firing guns, which the Hotchkiss Company are now 
manufacturing for the Government at their plant 
in Connecticut. : 

Action upon the plans for the Thomas cruiser has 
been deferred until the Secretary decides whether 
or not he has the authority to change the design to 
conform to the views of the Board of Bureau Chiets. 

The plans for the steel practice ship and for the 
armor ram are well under way, and these vessels 
will be ready to be advertised within a few weeks. 
The new dynamite cruiser depends upon the out- 
come of the coming tral of the guns of the Vesu- 
vius. If they prove successful, then the new vessel 
will be contracted for; otherwise not. 

A despatch from San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 18, 
1889, announces tbat the new cruiser Charleston was 
given atrial run ia the bay on Aug.17. No Gov- 
ernment officials were aboard, and the trial was 
simply to test some alterations which had been 
made in her machinery since the official trial trip 
three montbs ago. There was no attempt to develop 
maximum horse power or a high rate of speed. It 
is understood the builders consider the trial satis- 
factory. Another dispatch says the inspector of 
machinery for the cruiser Cluirleston telegrams to 
the Navy Department that she ran for five bours 
in San Frarcisco bay on Aug. 17. Her maximum 
revolution were 94aud her vacuum 26. The cross- 
head slides, air pumps and macbinery worked well. 

ltis annownced by the contractors of the new 
cruiser San Francisco, building at the Union [ron 
Works, that the vessel will be launched about the

The Navy Department, Aug. 20, ordered several 
heavy payments on new vessels now buildiug for 
the Government. They were $112,000 for the sixth

[ron Works, of New York, as the eighth payments 
on the gunboats Concord and Bennington. Penal- 
ties of $25 aday for delay will begin torunin the 
case of these gunboats on Sept.1, the date when 
they should be completed.

ortrait of Adjt. Gen. J. ©. Kelton, U.S. A., with a 
ioaraphicai sketehb. After describing the various 
duties pertaining to the office of Adjutant General, 
it says: ‘It is needless to add that the officer upon 
whom these varied and multifarious duties devolve 
must possess executive abilities of the highest 
order, joined to a thorough knowledge of the 
military art, the needs and details of the ser- 
vice, and possess the confidence of the heads 
of the department and of the Army, no less 
than the popularity of the Army itself. It was 
therefore the highest compliment that could be paid 
an associate, that when upon the retirement of Ad- 
jutant General Drum, on the 28th of May last, the 
eyes of the large majority of the Army, no less than 
their sincere wishes, turned instinctively to Gen. 
Kelton, the senior officer of the corps, as the one 
officer peculiarly fitted to fill the vacuncy.” _ 

Next giving a sketch of his military career, it con- 
cludes as follows: “* Gen. Kelton has been a constant 
student, a thorough lover of military science, and an 
inventor of considerable note. At the begioning of 
the war of the rebellion he published a ‘ Manual of 
the Bayonet’ which came immediately into promi- 
pence, and has since written pamphlets on ‘ Fenc- 
ing,’ on ‘ Pigeons and Carriers,’ a volume on *Rifle- 
firing,’ one of ‘Select Songs for Special Occasions, | 
and has edited Grace’s ‘System of Horse Training. 
His inventions include a pack for rapid revolver 
loading; a safety stop to prevent the accidental dis- 
charge of a revolver in cavalry fighting; an auto- 
matic check rein; a rear sight for rifies; a front 
sight cover and protector; a locking mechanism for 
rifles and a detachable magazine. Asa bureau offi- 
cer, he is most approachable to reach, the quickest 
to comprehend, and the speediest to decide of any 
at the War Department, as any newspaper corre- 
spondent is ready to testity. With them he is always 
a favorite. Cheery in. disposition, even of tempera- 
ment, positive of speech, and thoroughly convers- 
ant with the pane in all its phases, there has been 
no appointment of President Harrison so heartily 
welcomed among those whose business calls them to 
the War Department as that of Aujt. Gen. Kelton.

A correspondent of the JoURNAL writes: Cavalry 
competitions for Departments of the Platte, Da- 
kota and the Columbia ended at Bellevue Satur- 
day, Aug. 17, this and the day before being devoted 
to dismounted and mounted pistol firings. Every- 
thing worked admirably, and with clock time pre- 
cision. Friday afternoon the competitors had a 
mounted drill to accustom them to their horses 
and the laid-off} rding school. In firings to the 
right and left a row of stakes were laid 
down to prevent each trooper approaching nearer 
than five yards of the targets, and a post at the 
same distance before targets in firing to the front, 
that being the limit of last shot. The first firings 
brought the poorest results, and good or bad horse- 
manuship was here shown by the ability of the 
trooper to incline his horse to the right or left, and 
thus obtain the benefit of shots on any of the four 
targets. This mounted firing demonstrated that 
the prescribed gait of the gallup of eleven miles to 
the hour on tne reduced time to pass over the 80and 
100 yards was entirely too slow, and that to carry 
out the requirements would bring the horse to the 
trot. The Colt’s revolver gave great trouble b 
getting out of order; the cylinders at times woul 
revolve too far, so that the hammer would strike 
the edge instead of the centre of cartridge, and so 
fail to explode. The spring of the ejector became 
loose, and the ejector dropping would prevent the 
cylinder turning, and the heads of the cartridges 
also at times bad this effect, and the pistol is hard 
to cock. One pistol had at one time a three pound 
or creep pull, at another went off as if with a bair 
trigger. *‘ We want a pistol with a reduced calibre, 
a longer barrel, less om of powder, aud a ham- 
merless or self cock2r.”” The latter is important, as 
securing accuracy and safety, and when the trooper 
shoves his hand to the part, he pulls and fires. 

With the present position of raise pistol, if it is 
cocked, a horse jumping around, it is liable to go 
off, and the muzzie not always up. The difficulty of 
cocking ata gallop was such that some troopers 
threw -their pistol in the direction and towards the 

und,and if one had gone off some one would 
ave been hurt. The pistol should have a ring in 
the butt, to which g lunyard passing around the 





neck of trooper can be snapped, so that if by acci- 
dent it is dropped it will not be lost. The position 
of “raise pistol,”’ except for inspections or after 
firings, should not be required; it is not common 
sense to raise a thing which to accomplish your pur- 
pose bas tu be dropped. When firing mounted is to 
commence, as no command aim is given, the “pistol 
should be drawn rapidly from tbe holster and 
shoved from the hipin the desired direction,” and 
when holding it just previous to firing it should rest 
on the leg, as described by the new cavalry regula- 
tions for “lower pistol.”” These are enough points 
to start the ball rolling, and secure an efficient pis- 
tol, and thus develop a power which tbe pistol has, 
and which Gen. Kelton has always claimed. Prac- 
tice makes perfect, and it was only a few years ago 
tbat the carbine and rifie were as little known about 
as is the pistol now. The tables show the first twen- 
ty men in dismounted practice, and the first ten in 
both combined. Of the first ten dismounted, Sergts. 
Hughes and Jackson, lst and 9th Cav., and Corpl. 
Steinn, 2d Cav., are dropped out when the mounted 
firings are included, and Lieut. Steele, 8th Cav., who 
1s Velow the 20 in dismounted firings, comes up to 
number 6 with both practices combined. The high 
scores made at 25 yards indicate this as too short a 
range: the distances should be 50 and 75 yards. 

Tae Excelsior says: ** The cavalry officers seem to 
bave more life in them than the infantry officers. 
Ei ad play ball, sing, and keep things stirred up. 
while the infantry officers, when here, sat around 
under the trees and lay on their bunks. Lieut. 
Rivers, lst Cavalry, was taken ill after the prelimi- 
nary shooting began. Lieut. Byram, of the same 
regiment, shotin bis place. Miss Henry and Miss 
Ensign, Lieut. H. H. Wright’s cousin, guest of Miss 
Senre, visited the range to watch the firing very 
often.”

MOUNT GRETNA, PA. 


A VORRESPONDENT writes: “A practical exempli- 
fication of what can be accomplished in the way of 
assimilating the Regular and volunteer mounted 
forces was afforded a few days ago. Col. Carpenter, 
U.S. A.. drilled the five troops of cavalry as a bat- 
talion. The Regulars were stationed on either flank, 
the National Guardsmen holding the centre. So far 
as outward appearance weut there was co distiuc- 
tion between the two bodies. No more forcible 
sermon could be preached upon the advantage to 
the National Guard of a service dress corresponding 
to that of the Regular Army. It was a pretty drill 
and a ‘fast’ one. The points of dissimilarity be- 
tween the volunteer and the professional soldier 
were apparent in the lack of control of their mounts 
and precision of mavceuvre of the former. But itis 
beyond queertion that the National Guardsmen of 
Pennsylvania derived more benefit from their two 
hours’ drill under Col. Carpenter, in contact with 
two crack troops of the U.S.Army, than they would 
derive ordinarily from a year of riding-schoo! or in- 
dependent practice. The exhibitions afforded by 
Major Randolph’s battalion artillery drills have not 
been without a corresponding good effect. The 
slowness and uncertainty of movement which char- 
acterized the volunteer artillery organizations in 
the early part of the current tour have sensibly dis- 
appeared. Both men and horses have seemingly 
caugbt the fire of the flying artillery drills of the 
Regulars and marked improvement has resulted.”' 

A Mt. Gretna correspondent of the New York 
Times writes: “The Regular Army officers are warm 
in their commendation of the National Guardsmen. 
They appreciate the fact that the men constituting 
this provisional battalion of mounted troops are 
alert, willing and anxious to learn. They cheerfully 
excuse the contrast between the Regular and militia 
— at night, for in the former, after taps, it 
would be possible to beara pin drop; in the latter 
the men keep up a buzz of clatter and conversation 
destructive of all hopes of sleep. This is but natural, 
the Regulars say, in the case of men who look upon 
an encampment in the light of a week's lark. Nor 
are they witbout excuse for the deficiencies shown 
by the Pennsylvanians in the matter of policing the 
camp. This is the first duty of the Regulars immedi- 
ately following the roll call, Their camp from early 
morning is the picture of peatoess, while that of the 
militia, with the exception of some of the company 
streets, is of a precisely contrary cbaracter.” 

The joint encampment of the Regulars and Na- 
tional Guard troops at Mt. Gretpa ended Aug. 17 and 
the State troops left forhome. lt was the most suc- 
cessful encampment the National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania ever participated in. The Regular cavalry 
and artillery under Majors Carpenter and Randolph 
remain for some time longer for purposes of instruc- 
tion and will then march back to their posts. 

The light artillery commenced their terest pree- 
tice on Monday, uoder the supervision of Major 


Randolph. It will be continued daily until —, 
the end of the month. The troops will then marc’ 
to their stations.

The 
command is espevially cautioned against straggling 
and marauding. After arrival on camp ground no 
officer or enlisted man will be permitted to leave 
for huoting, fishing, or other purpose, until the 
camp of bis company shall bave been properly 
pitched, the wagons unloaded, wood collected, and 
everything made ready for the night. 

This is but an outline of Col. Dodge’s regulations 
for tbe march, which are a model of sound military 
common sense.

THE semi-annual Navy Register i« a thing of the 
past. One register a year (issued in Januazy) is all 
that tbe Department will uadertake hereafter. 

A BoARD. consisting of Capt. Meade, Naval Con 
structors Miotonye and Philip Inch, has been ap- 
pointed to examine the tugs recently offered for 
sale to the Navy Department for use at the New 
York, Norfolk, Washington and Mare Island Navy- 
yards. lt is probable that twoof these tugs will be 
purchased at once and the other two will be built 
under contract. 

A DESPATCH from Philadelpbia, Pa., Aug. 22, says: 
The guns of the Vesuvius were given a private 
trial this afternoon. four unloaded shells, weigh- 
ing 500 pounds each. were fired from each of the 
three guns with excellent results. The firing valves 
controlled the air pressure satisfactorily. there being 
a remarkable uniformity from fire to fire. Several 
alterations in the mechanism for workicg the guns 
have been made of late and everytning worked 
smoothly, with no failure nor accident ot any kiod. 
it is the intention to convene the Board of officers 
for the final official trial Aug. 27, if poasible. 


THE preparations for the expedition to Africa to 
observe the total eclipse of the sun, which occurs in 
December next, are being actively pushed forward. 
The observers are making their advance calcula- 
tions, instruments are being purchased and regu- 
lated, and everything is being done that can be at 
this time and distance. The meagre appropriation 
given by Congress for this work ($5,000) necessitates 
very careful expenditures, and it will be impossible 
to send the expedition to St. Paul de Loando, where 
the observations will take place, except on a Gov- 
ernmeut vessel. It was at first thought that the 
new cruiser Baltimore would be selected for this 
purpose, but it is pow seen that she will not be 
ready for sea in time for the expedition, which wili 
have to sail about Oct.1. Oneof the older vessels 
will probably be sent over with the expedition, pos- 
sibly the Alliance, now at Norfolk. 


Tue third trial trip of the new gunboat Petrel, 
built at Baltimore for the Government, probably 
resulted io another failure to comply with the con- 
tract requirements. The official report has not yet 
been sent in to the Department, but from unofficial 
sources it has been learned pretty definitely that 
the Board will not recommend the acceptance of 
the vessel on the result of thistrial. The reason is, 
as before, that she was not properly haudled oo ber 
run, hands being put into ber engine and fire rooms 
who were unfamiliar with the kind of machinery 
which she carries, and there is an indefinite proposi- 
tion in the minds of some officials to place on her a 
trained crew from the Alliance, now at Norfolk, 
which is like the Petrelin ber machinery, and let 
them run the vessel to ber bighest powers. It is be 
lieved that with such a crew sbe could develop over 
1,500 horse-pewer. For the first hour of the trial 
trip the Petrel developed an average of 1,300 horse 
power, 200 more than required by the contract. and 
during the secood hour she increased this to 1,400. 
After this, however, ber speed began to decrease 
and her horse-power became considerably lessened, 
80 much so that ber averave for thetrip may be put 
below the 1,100 contract power required.

U.S. NAVY REGULATION CIRCULAR NO. 60. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT, ( 
YASHINGTON, August 16, 1889. { 

Tue following act of Congress, approved March 1, 1889, to 
encourage the enlistment of boys as aprrentices in the 
United States Navy, is published for the information of the 
naval service : 

“AN ACT to encourage the enlistment of boys as apprentices 
in the United States Navy. 

* Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
in order to encourage the enlistment of boys as apprentices 
in the United States Navy, the Secretary of the Navy is 
hereby authurized to furnish as a bounty to each of said 
apprentices after bis enlistment, and when first received on 
board of a training-sbip, an outfit of clothing not to exceed 
io value the sum of forty. five dollars.” 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act of 
Congress, commanding officers of receiving, training or 
other ships, authorized to enlist boys as apprentices in the 
Navy, shall cause to be furnisbed as a bounty to each ap- 

rentice after his enlistment, and wheo first received on 

rd, an outfit of clothing which shall, as nearly as practi- 
cable, equal, but not exceed, forty-five dojlars in value. 

In making such issues, commanding officers shall be gov- 
erned by the list of ** Articles which constitute the outfit re- 
quired,” prescribed in the “ Regulations for the training of 
paval apprentices,” approved November 13, 1883. The outfit 
shal! be included in aud covered by one clothing requisition. 

Pay officers makiag such issues shall, in each case, obtain 
receipts in the prescribed form, properly approved and wit- 
nessed, and enter the same separately on their quarterly re- 
turns of clothing. They will prepare and forward to the 
Bureau of Navigation each quarter a statement showing the 
number of apprentices supplied with clothing aud the value 
thereot.

NAVAL PILOTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


A Goop deal has been written of late in regard to 
pilots for naval ships. Experience covering about 
78 years on ships, much of the time as a seaman and 
au owver of ships, has brought me to the follow- 
ing conclusion: There should be no rule forbidding 
Navy men from taking pilots whenever they may 
think it best. A naval captain, orbis navigator, 
when familiar with the port beis near may at his 
discretion omit taking a pilot; be should be the best 
judge whether or not he should take one. On 
the other baud, an officer in charge of a valuable 
ship, when leaving or approaching a port where he 
may pot be familiar, sbould Lakea pilot. There are 
plenty of men who, with the best charts before 
them, can never be good pilotsin strange waters; 
and there are others who can confidently take aship 
into av —a strange harbor, provided they have 
a good vbart of it and have studied it carefully. 

While I would not prohibit navigators of warships 
from taking pilots, I would strongly urge all naval 
men to carefully study the approach to harbor;, so 
that in case of necessity they cau safely act as pilots. 
It must be keptin mind that pilots are generally 
familiar with the local currents, and with the 
changes often taking place by reason of storms and 
sunken wrecks. On the other hand, it may be said 
that the officer who has long been familiar with his 
ship and knows her peculiarities in steering, etc., 
ought not to give up the command wholly to a 
stranger. The duty ofa careful officer should in- 
duce him to keep near his pilot and study the chan- 
nel he 1s navigating. Local pilots, as fo: instance, 
pom tbrough Vineyard Sound and over Nantucket 

hoals, never look at the chart. They go by the eye 
in clear weather and by the soundings when the 
marks caunot be seen. R. Forbes.

In his opening address, Admiral 
Simpson, the president of the Association, who 
holds his cffice by virtue of seniority, referred to 
some of the discouragements of naval officers which 
tend to professional indifference. He showed the 
advantsge of these reunions in keeping alive the 
feeling of devotion to the Service, so that able men 
may see their way to working their reforms and 
developing their improvements in the Navy, instead 
of seeking their reputation out of it. He emphasized 
what he regarded as the central idea of these re- 
unions—‘‘ our gratitude to our Academy, our love 
ard devotion to the Navy, and our resolve that so 
far as in us lies, the high tone of both shall be pre- 
served.” 

Admiral Luce dwelt upon the change that had 
ccme in bis day, frcm the time when svfficient 
backing of influential friends was all that was neces 
sary to secure an appointment in the Navy, to the 
severe ordeal required at prerent simply to gain ad 
mission to the Academy. He told of the distin 
guished Admiral of the English Navy who accosted 
a youngster just from the Britannic with the re 
mark: ‘‘Ah, my young friend, the old story, I 
presume, the fool of the family sent to sea.” ‘* No,” 
replied Mr. Innccence, *‘ all that has heen changed 
since your day, sir.” To enter the Navy now by 
way of the Academy, which is the only door open to 
him, a lad must be well equipped intellectually, 
physically and morally. 

Captain Meade spcke of the necessity for training 
our Officers in modern sbips and imbuing them with 
modern ideas, te maintain the prestige of the Navy. 
The use of ancient tubs like the Constellation was 
not, in-his judgment, essential to the development 
of seamanship. Everything that is obsolete should 
be discarded, and only what is stili useful retained. 
“With the advent of the new Navy,” he said, ** we 
must be up to the mark or we shall, to use the slang 
of the day ‘ get left.’ So let us resolve to sink our 
differences, be Isbmaelites no more, and work for 
the common good—get shirs and guns that we may 
fight successfully when we have to fight. So wake 
up, gentlemen of the Navy, in and out of the Naval 
Academy,” he said, *‘ shake off tbe influences of 
this sleepy old town, put your seamanship in line 
with the progress of the day and we shall soon have 
ships, guns and tactics worthy of the Naval Aca- 
demy of 1888.” 

It would be well for the Navy if the spirit of 
t hese remarks should possess every officer init. A 
service so conirolled by the traditions of conserva- 
tism needs a constant stirring up from some quar- 
ter, or in scme way, to prevent stagnation. This 
ws lamentably demonstiated at the outbreak of 
our Civil War, when not only the ships were obso 
lete, as was shown by an hour's experience in 
Hampton Roads, but the Navy was controlled by 
ideas* quite as obsolete. Advance in rank does net 
necessarily develop intelligence in corresponding 
ratio, nor do a man's brains always grow with the 
increase of bis longevity. It is absolutely neces- 
8aly that a military service should be controlled by 
authority, but it would be very fortunate if some 
way could be devised by which this authority could 
be confined to its legitimate sphere, and not suffered 
to dominate in the region of ideas. Nor should 


professional prejudices be allowed to intrude here. 
The Services should cultivate in every way an open- 
mindedness which would enable them to turn to ac- 
count valuable suggestions, come from what quar- 
ter they may. 


We do not yet realize—it is impos- 





sible indeed rightly to estimate—the enormous in- 
fluence which mechanical invention has bad, and 
must continue to have, upon naval warfare. It is 
destroying, indeed, the very foundation of the 
stiucture upon which naval ideas have been estab- 
lished. In the beginning, before the era of 
machinery, there was a distinct division between 
the nautical and the fighting elements on board 
vessels of war. The naval commander was a sol- 
dier afloat upon an element strange to him, and 
dependent entirely upon a sailing master for ma- 
neeuvring his floating citadel. In process of time 
the character of the sea-soldier and the sailor were 
merged, and out ot the combination was evolved 
the naval officer. 

Again arises the old division and the old antagon- 
ism. The modern naval vessel is the product of 
engineeriug skill rather than of strictly nautical 
science. It requires, as John Ericsson, the man 
most responsible for the change, »!ways contended, 
an engineer’s training to understand it, and he was 
always at war with the nautical ideas which ig- 
nored or belittled engineering experience. The ne- 
cessity for the domination of engineering ideas has 
come to be more and more understood, and has 
been finally recognized in the orgavization of the 
Academy from which our naval service draws its 
inspiration. This will no doubt result in the end 
in that complete harmony between command and 
a mastery of the conditions controlling the han- 
dling of fighting machines, which bear no resem- 
blance to the naval vessels of old except in the fact 
that they float upon the sea and are controlled by 
the conditions of this unstableelement. Pari passu 
with the development of mechanical conditions 
dominating the Navy has been the growth of poli- 
tical conditions which have influenced quite a: 
largely the status of the naval officer, and the sig- 
nificance of which he does not yet fully understand. 
Naval ideas and national ideas must be fully har- 
monized, but the people and the Services can only 
come together on the platform of the absolute sub- 
ordination of the public officer to those ideas of 
utility which are the foundation of the American 
system. There are numerous ways in which naval 
officers can make it clear to popular intelligence 
that they hold an important place in peace as well 
as in war. It is well that they should study these, 
that they may contribute their proper influence to 
a public sentiment which has need of those bigh 
ideas of duty, honor, and devotion to country for 
which the Services are justly held in honor, and 
which give them their highest title to confidence 
and respect. 








THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


THE long-delayed appointment of a Superin 
tendent of the Military Academy, West Point, was 
made by President Harrison on Saturday last, and 
the general expectation that his selection would be 
Colonel John M, Wilson, Corps of Engineers, U. 8. 
Army, was fulfilled. The Academy receives a 
worthy successor to General Parke, for Colonel Wil- 
son is in every respect pre eminently qualified for 
the position, and besides has an excellent war 
record, receiving brevets for his gallantry at 
Gaines's Mills, Malvern Hill, Mobile Harbor, ete. 
Indeed, Secretary of War Proctor is quoted as say- 
ing of the selection that 1t ‘‘ was due to the fact 
that he is a thorough disciplinarian, but at the 
same time genial and pleasant and well calculated 
to exercise a good influence over the cadets at the 
Academy. Colonel Wilson has the faculty of making 
himself popular wherever he has been stationed, 
and his duties have always been performed in the 
most soldierly way. In looking over the field, he 
was chosen because he is regarded as especially 
adapted to give the Academy an administration 
that will reflect credit upon the service.” It is ex- 
pected he will etter upon his new duties about 
Sept. 1. 

The selection ot the Superintendent was confined 
to the Corps of Engineers from the establishment of 
the institution, March 16, 1802, till the passage of the 
law of July 13, 1866, which opened it to the entire 
Army. During this period the following officers 
served in that capacity: Major Jonathan Williams, 
from April 15, 1802, to June 30, 1803, and from 
April 19, 1805, to July 31, 1812; Colonel Joseph G. 
Swift, July 31, 1812, to July 28, 1817; Captain 
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Sylvanus Thayer, July 28, 1817, to July 1, 1883; 
Major René E. De Russy, July 1, 1883, to Sept. 1, 
1838; Major Richard Delafield, Sept. 1, 1838, to 
Aug. 15, 1845: Captain Henry Brewerton, Aug. 15, 
1845, to Sept. 1, 1852; Captain Robert E. Lee, Sept. 
1, 1852, to March 31, 1855; Captain John G. Barn- 
ard, March 31, 1855, to Sept. 8, 1856; Major Rich- 
ard Delafield, Sept. 8, 1856, to March 1, 1861; Major 
Alex. H. Bowman, March 1, 1861, to July 8, 1864; 
Major Z. B. Tower, July 8, 1864, to Sept. 8, 1864; 
Lieat.- Colonel George W. Cullum, Sept. 8, 1864, to 
Aug. 28, 1866. From this period, when the place 
was opened by an act of Congress to the entire 
Army, down to the appointment of Colonel Parke, 
the command devolved entirely upon officers of the 
line, as the following will show: Colonel Thomas (i. 
Pitcher, 44th Infantry, Aug. 28, 1866, to Sept. 1, 
1871; Colonel Thomas H. Ruger, 18th Infantry, 
Sept. 1, 1871, to Sept. 1, 1876; Major-General John 
M. Schofield, Sept. 1, 1876, to Jan. 21, 1881; Major- 
General O. O. Howard, from Jan. 21, 1881, to Sept. 
1, 1882; Colonel Wesley Merritt, 5th Cavalry, from 
Sept. 1, 1882, to June 30, 1887. Colonel J. G. Parke, 
Corps of Engineers, whose period of service began 
Aug. 28, 1887, is now succeeded by another officer 
of his corps. 








Ir desertion is to be taken into account in ce- 
termining the relative conditions of the enlisted 
men of the two Services, it is demonstrated beyond 
peradventure that the sailor's lot is the most happy 
one. Statistics recently compiled show the Navy 
to have had during the past fiscal year not only a 
smaller percentage of desertions than the Army, 
but a material decrease over the number reported 
for the previous year; while the returns for the 
Army show an increase. The total number of de- 
sertions in the Navy during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1889, according to official returns, is 749, 
were 372 less than for the preceding year, and 
the smallest number reported since 1866, which 
gave a total of 609. The record for the Army 
shows a much larger percentage, over 2,890 being 
recorded during the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1889. For further statistics on Army desertions 
see JOURNAL, Aug. 2. 








WE ‘“‘respectfully refer for the information and 
action of the proper authority,” the following from 
the New York Times: ‘‘ One of the great miafor- 
tunes in the Regular Service 1s that there are not 
enough good berths for old veterans, similar to 
those usually kept for such men in foreign coun 
tries— positions carrying comfortable quarters, fair 
pay, and work that old soldiers can nearly all per- 
form without much special preparation. The ma- 
jority of the old sergeants are not fitted for prome- 
tion to lieutenancies in the line, but they could 
fill with credit many public positions not now open 
to them.” We have harped on this string before, 
and bope the time is not far off when the Govern 
ment will take this matter into serious considera- 
tion as an important factor towards obtaining and 
keeping good men and true who will have some- 
thing definite to look forward to when their days of 
active service are over. 








THE probabilities are that the last has been heard, 
for some time to come at least, of the proposed 
general order modifying the regulations so as to 
practically give commanding officers jurisdiction 
over the assignment of officers’ quarters. Secretary 
Proctor is aware of the opposition to the schema, 
as published in the JouRNAL of last week, and alse 
of the difficulty in view of the lack of uniformity in 
the present quarters, in adopting a rule that would 
give general satisfaction. He prefers, therefore, 
to leave well enough alone, or, like the man 
whose wife encountered the bear, he will stand by 
and see the fight out. 








THE opposition by military people to Senator 
Plumb’s proposition for the issuance of an execu- 
tive order granting amnesty to‘deserters has staved 
off any possible chance of the appearance of 
such an ill-judged order, Indeed, unless Congress 
takes a hand in the matter, the chances are that 
the 80,000 uneasy people interested in the move- 
ment inavgurated by Senator Plumb will continue 
in their present frame of mind for some years te 
come. 
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THE current reoort among artillery officers is that 
when the 1st Artillery comes East from Cali(or- 
nia next spring it will take station at Washington 
Barracks and Fort McH-nry, the 31 Artillery taking 
the posts vacated by the 5:h, which is to exchenge 
with the 1st. 








It is not true, as stated by some of the daily 
papers, that the advertisement inviting proposals 
for steel plates for the armor of the battle ship 
Toxas is a result of Secretary Tracy's decision to 
proceed with the construstion according to the 
original plans, notwithstanding the protest of Chief 
Constructor Wilson and others against such action. 
Asa matter of fact, Secretary Tracy bas oot yet 
settled the controversy between the Bureau of 
Jonstruction and Repair aod Naval Constructor 
Bowles over the plans of this vessel. The armor 
plates do not euter into the controversy, for they 
ean be used without loss to the Government, 
whether the plans are altered or not. The status of 
the matter at present is this: Shortly after he was 
made aware of the difficuity with the plans of this 
vessel the Secretary called upon Naval Constructor 
Bowles for a report, which was received some weeks 
ago and referred to Chief Constructor Wilson for re- 
view. That officer furnishes figures to show that 
the original calculations in regard to the Texas are 
faulty, and if persisted in will make a most dismal 
failure of the vesse!. Mr. Wilson insists that the 
ship ia now short iu her displacem ent 371 tons, as ad- 
mitted by the English naval architects, and that 
even with the modifivations proposed, of adding ten 
feet to the miadle of the body of the ship, it is sim 
ply out of the question to build’the ship upon the 
Barrow plans. The plans, Mr. Wilson insists, have 
got to be altered, and the sooner this is done the 
quicker the vessel will be completed. This report 
of Chief Constructor Wilson is still before the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. What the outcome will be re- 
mains to be seen. 





Tur New York Times, in a description of the new 
steamship Teutonic of the White Star Line, refers 
to the fact that she is subsidized by the British Gov- 
ernment for use as a “ commerce destroyer’ in case 
of war, and says: *‘ The subsidy paid for the privil- 
ege of calling into service the Teutonic on the out- 
break of hostilities is $15,000 a year. All of the ves 
sels of the White Star Line are subsidized by the 
British Government, and all of these ships are liable 
to compulsory purchase on ttre likely approach or 
immediate outbreak of hostilities. Allof the White 
Star ships have a fixed price set on them by the 
British Government, plus 10 per cent. for compul- 
sory sale, namely: Britannic, £130,000; Germanic, 
£130,000; Adriatic, £100,000 ; Celtic, £100,000. Of this 
10 per cent. increase, however, there is to be an 
abatement of 6 per cent. per annum on the depreci- 
ated annual value for the period that might elapse 
between the Ist of January, 1887, and the date of 
purchase by the Government. In the event of the 
vessel being merely hired the Government is to pay 
203. per gross registered ten per month, the White 
Star people furnishing the crew, or 15s. per month, 
the Admiralty finding the crew. Similar arrange- 
ments are in operation with the Cunard Line and 
toman Line people.” 








Tue report of the Court of Lnquiry ordered to in 
vestigate all the circumstances of the accideut to 
the new cruiser Boston during her speed and turning 
trials at Newport Harbor ten days ago, it is under. 
stood exonerates Captain O'Kane from all blame, 
finding that the Boston was not struck upon a rock 
as at first supposed but upon some sunken wreck 
which not veing on the chart could not, of course 
bave been avoided. The report of the Court will 
not be published until the return of Secretary Tracy 
next week. The damage to the vessel is sufficiently 
serious to require a montb constant work to place 
her in condition to resu'ne her speed trials. We con- 
gratulate Captain O’Kane and the Naval Service 
upon this bappy issue of thy inquiry. We can afford 
to lose Naval vessels but we cannot afford to lose 
the reputation of our naval officers. 





ASSISTANT SECRETARY BosseEy, of the Interior, has 
rendered an important decision in a pension claim. 
In it he rescinds rule No. 135, made by Commissioner 
Biack, Sept. 4, 1885, and overrules the opinion of ex- 
Assistant Secretary Hawkins in the same case, that 
a ‘dishonorable discharge’ from the Service ope- 
rates asa ‘“‘bar to pension.”’ He also holds that rule 
No. 135 was an erroneous interpretation of the stat- 
utes granting pensions to the soldivrs of the late war, 
for disabilities incurred in the line of duty, and de- 
clares that the character of a soldier's discharge can- 
not affect his claim for pension on account of such 
disabilities.

DuRING the absence of Gen. Kelton, who has 
joined bis family at Ocean City for a brief and well 
earned rest, Major Ward is for the first time Acting 
Adjutant General. With the assignment of Lieut. 
Col. H. Clay Wood to duty in Washington, the Ad- 
jutant General is left with the same number of as- 
sistants he had before Majors Sberidan and Ward 
were relieved. This is an excess of one over what 
was intended, as the transfer of the Volunteer work 
to the office of Capt. Ainsworth materially lessened 
the duties of the Adjutant Geperal’s office. The 
several departments all being provided with Adju- 
tants General, and the Division Heaquarters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific not caring for assistants, it 
became necessary to revoke Col. Woods’ orders to 
duty io San Francisco and assigo him to the staff of 
ths Adjutant General. Gen. Kelton thus will have 
four assistants when the two last named report for 
duty—Col. McKeever, Major Schwan, Major Mc- 
Arthur, and Lieut. Cols. Breck and Wood. 








THE newly created Recoid and Pension Division 
—that octopus of the War Department—has ab 
sorbed « portion of another bureau. The volunteer 
pay branch of the Paymaster -Geoeral’s Offive com - 
prising ten clerks is the latest addition to this busy 
Office. The clerks only, however, were transferred, 
the records, at tbe request of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, going to the Second Autitor’s Offi se whea 
they wili be used to great advantage in the adjudij 
cation of back pay and bounty claims. 


It is understood that the Territorial Claims Board 
Lieut. Col. Jas. Biddle, 5th Cav., prest., will shortly 
be dissolved and that officer and Captain Frank 
West, 6th Cav. ordered to join their respective regi 
ments. Maj. Sechwani: the only other member of 
the Board as organized at present. The Board has 
positively completed its work and will probably 
make its final report by October Ist.

THE ANNUAL REPORTSsS. 


In the lapse of another fortnight the War and 
Navy Department officials will have awakened from 
their summer siesta and fora few weeks thereafter 
annual reports will be the order of the day. With 
an early session of Congress in prospect all reports 
will be wanted by Oct.1lorls. Among somp of the 
reports that are likely to furnish “mighty interest- 
ing reading,’’ we venture to mention that of tbe 
Commanding General, who, baving baa over a full 
year’s control.of the Army, is thoroughly well 
posted as to its needs; and what is also important be 
knows how to express bis views. This being General 
Kelton’s first year as Adjutant General bis report is 
certain to be an elaborate and valuable one. Having 
bad his office stripped of all work other than the 
purely wilitary or tbat relating to the Regular 
Army, he bas bad more time than his predecessor to 
devote to strictly Army matters, and will, therefore, 
be prepared to give Congress the benefit of some 
liberal views for the improvement of the military 
establishment. The reports of the chiefs or ord- 
nance of the War Department and those bureaus of 
the Navy having to do with the construction of the 
new Navy and of the chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, who has had the duties of his bureau largely 
increased by the absorption of the recruiting branch, 
are documents that will also be awaited with much 
interest.

FORT KLAMATH, OREGON. 


THe Oregonian says: The recent order to abanjon Fort 
Klamath stirred up a hornet’s nest in Southern Oregon, and 
telegrams protesting against this action bave been received 
by Senator Mitchell. Gen. Keiton telegraphed him that the 
abandonment was ordered upon the report of the Depart- 
ment Commander that there is no more need for troops on 
the Klamath Reservation: but in view of the public feeling 
the Secretary of War has authornzed the Division Com- 
mander to reiain a lieutenant and a detachment of non- 
commissioned officers and enlisted men, thirteen in all. 
Gen. Miles also telegraphed: There will bein any event 
some troops at Fort Klamath, but I have ordered the 
change suspended for the present. 








A Missoula despatch says: Reliable information 
reached here Aug. 19 that the Indians are again 
menacing the lives of the whites at Demersville.

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CapraIn Henry Romeyn, 5th U. 8. Infantry, in 
an able letter to the New York Herald on the sub- 


ject of desertions, says : 


Every deserter is, in fact,a perjurer. * * * And yet 
the juryman who would not hesitate by bis verdict to con- 
sign the civil perjurer to a felon’s cell, and thereby cause 
the loss to the felon ot his rights of citizenship, listens 
calmly to the story of the military one. and condoles witb 
bim to the extent of asking pardou without punishment 
and thinkiog bima much wronged individual, basing his 
verdict on >x parte and unchallenged testimooy. In itself, 
or as compared with that of foreign armies, the discipline 
of the United States Army is not severe. As before stated, 
there must be thet of a strict character, but for every 
officer or enlisted man there ia the right of appeal. While 
the C inal is held closely to duty his rights are as closely 
guarded, 


Captain Romeyn suggests a change in the mode of 
recruiting. ‘‘ Instead of sending an officer to some 
large city and confining bis operation to that point 
only, give him some specified tract of country in 
which to recruit, say one or two Congressional dis 
tricts; locate him at some central point therein, 
and require him to visit other towns at certain 
stated periods, only taking such recruits as could 
prove character by respectable citizens, and then 
only after the fullest possible explanation to each 
one of the duties required of the soldier as well as 
of pay and allowances.” There is much in the 
suggestion, and a return, partially at least, to the 
old systems of recruiting might be productive of 
good. At any rate, recruiting should not be con- 
fined almost wholly to large cities. It is easier to 
pick up recruits there, who are smart enough to de- 
ceive, but who soon develop their true character 
after enlistment. A little more trouble and ex 
pense at the first in the selection of recruits would 
undoubtedly result in a saving in the end. 








A WRITER in the Naval and Military Argus, re- 
ferring to a recent *‘ hooting ’”’ of tbe Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Commander-in-Chief of the British Army, 
by some * London roughs,”’ says: “I du not wish to 
defend this hooting: I think it was ill-mannered, 
but at the same timeIam of opinion that he de- 
served it. He has made himself universally and de- 
cidedly unpopular anda disliked by his action in re- 
gard to the Wimbledon meeting, and he is probably 
at this time the most unpopular member of the 
Royal Family. I cannot keep my patience with 
inuue individuals who talk and write twaddle about 
‘our noble Commander-in-Chief being universally 
popular with officers and men,’ etc., etc. What 
does Tommy Atkins know or care about the Duke 
of Cambridge? If he ever expresses his sentiments 
on the subject, they are to the effect that the Duke 
is a ‘ toff,’ or a ‘ bloke’ that gets about £25,000 a year 
for doing nothing.” 








THE proprietors of the Naval and Military Argus 
have undertaken the experiment of publishinga 
radical service journal in conservative England.

the consummate cheek when on board the flagship 
at Portsmouth to communicate with a solicitor 
without first obtaining the consent and approval of 
8 captain of that service to which he did not belong. 
Fancy all this trouble about this ‘common fellow! ’ 
It is heartrending to think of Lords of the Admir- 
alty being bothered about such business just after 
having arrived at the momentous decision as to 
the precise quantity and quality of white braid to 
be worn on white tunics in the navy.”

A MODEL TORPEDO BOAT. 


From our English contemporary, Engineering, we 
take the illustration here given of Yarrow Torpedo 
Boat ** No. 79,” of which it says: “Our readers will 
recollect tbat during one of many Russian scares 
which occurred three years since, an order for 50 
torpedo boats was given outamong the leading Brit 
ish contractors for this class of work. The boats 
were all 125 feet in length, and may be considered on 
the whole to bave proved themselves fairly efficient, 
especially considering the rapidity with which they 
were constructed, in accordance with the Govern- 
ment stipulations for speedy delivery. Towards the 
close of their contract Messre. Yarrow and Co. peti- 
tioned the Admiralty to allow them to modify the 
design of one at least of their boats, with a view to 
embody in it some important improvements. The 
result of this was the production of No. 79, and she 
has turned out by far the fastest boat in the torpedo 
flotilla, exceeding all others by at least two knots, 
and possessing, in addition, exceptional mancuvr- 
ing powers. A full report ap red in our columns 
at the time of the official trials. Since she has been 
commissioned, now two years, this little vessel has 
bevome the favorite boat in the service. The Ad- 
miralty authorities formed so high an opinion of 
No. 79 type from its performance in actual service, 
that all the 16 torpedo boats now being constructed 
by Messrs. Yarrow and Co. for the uavy are of this 
design, modified only as regards minor details. These 
boats are now approaching completion, and the offi 
cial trials of three have already taken place, the 
speed obtained on a three hours’ continuous run 
witb a load of 20 tons on board, being found to vary 
between 22.5 and 227 knots per hour. Later on we 
hope to place before our readers full particulars of 
these additions to the navy.” 

We may add that No. 73 is in command of Prince 
George of Wales, who, with his sub-lieutenant and 
guoner, bas to livein a cabin about 12 feet by 10 feet, 
the descent to which is by a reund holeand a ladder 
going directly into it.

II. of Col. Appleton’s order says: ** The colonel upon 
assuming command of the ment desires to express his 
appreciation of the honor conferred upon bim and the con- 
fidence placed in him, as evinced by the unanimous vote of 
the Board of Officers. Conscious of the great responsibilities 
he assumes, he nevertheless faces the future with entire 
confidence, miadful that the seatiments and traditions of 
the regiment require absolute devotion to duty, and a loyal 
and steadfast support of its colors. 

“It is the privilege of the colonel, as his first official duty, 
to place upon the Kegimental Records the military history 
of his distinguished predecessor—the beloved chief, the 
thorough soldier, the wise counsellor, and the true friend of 
every member of the regiment.” 

In the history of Gen. Clark which follows, Col. Appleton 
says: “ Iu the various important controversies in which the 
regiment bas been engaged in the defence of its rights and 
interests, Col. Clark bas always been its able aud trusted 
champion. In 1881 he successfully led the opposition toa 


Military Code, which proposed to e ofa 
contigs ke She proper vernment of citi- 
zen fers, and to deprive the N: Guard of the State 
of the attractions necessary to its successful existence. Jn 








1883 he resisted with success the effort to deprive the 7th 
Regiment of its inalienabie right to the uniform which it 
has worn with honor in the service of the city, the State and 
the nation since its organization in 1824, and which is a part 
of its history. In the ‘Veteran Controversy’ of 1884, in 
which the National Guard attacked a military abuse detri- 
mental to its interests, Col. Clark was the fearless represen- 
tative of the 7th Regiment. and, with the united support of 
its officers, so ably maintained the contest, that few pow 
advocate or defend the wearing of military uniforms and 
the insignia of military rank by those who are not in the 
military service of the State or the nation, or who are not 
veterans of ‘vars, or the assumption and use of military 
titles by those who do not bold or have not held lawful com- 
mi: sions of the grade or rank indicated by such titles.” 

The order also publishes the remarks of Gov. Hill in pre- 
senting Col. Clark with his commission as brevet brigadier- 
general during the last tour of the regiment at camp and 
which have already appeared in the JoURNAL, The order 
says finally: * Gen. Clark is a man of rare attainments and 
remarkable executive ability. Modest and generous, yet 
with self-reliance and confidence in his own ability romney 
to act; friendly and thoughtful in all his intercourse wit! 
officers and men, bis record adds lustre to this organization. 
It stands as an example, an incentive, and a possibility to 
the entire regiment.” 

In announcing the acceptance of the resignation of Ist

F, desires to express bis sincere regret at the loss to the ser- 
vice of this efficient officer. He was a loyal comrade, and 
faithful in the performance of every duty.

In reference to giving a banquet to the 13th on their 
arrival in Cleveland, O., quite « discussion ensued at a re- 
cent meeting of the local committee on entertainment of 
the above city.

e privates in the 13th Regiment are not strangers to mili- 
tary discipline, and they would not resent or feel injured 
over an arrangement of this kind. A banquet to the officers 
could be arranged without difficulty.” 

“Yes,” said President Spencer, of the Council, “ Gep. 
Mever’s speech would do allright if we were engaged ina 
war, or if the regiment was coming here todo military duty. 
But they are coming to Cleveland as the guests of the peo- 
ple. I know that if I were a private ip that regiment and 
was told that I could not attend a banquet to be given in 
our honor I should feel not only slighted but insulted. 
These men are coming to Cleveland for a good time, not to 
suffer privations in order to turnish examples of the bard 
lives ot the soldiers. If we cannot treat them all alike ‘et’s 
abandon all efforts in that direction.” 

After more discussion the meeting finally adjourned with- 
out deciding the point in question.

PENNSYLVANIA. 
CAMP PETER C. ELLMAKER. 


THE Ist Regiment, Colonel Bowman, on Saturday, Aug. 
10, terminated tbe most successful and enjoyable encamp- 
ment they bave ever held. 

On_June 30, the Lieut.-Colonel, Commussary Sergeant, 
and Drum Major proceeded to the camp ground at Green 
Hill, Chester County, 25 miles from Philadelphia, and staked 
out the company streets. On tbe re, morning, a de- 
tail of seventy men arrived and erected the camp, every- 
tbing oeing found complete when the command arrived on 
Saturday morning, Aug. 3. From the time of the arrival of 
the first detail to the time of breaking camp there were only 
two clear days out of the seven. 

tents were pitched on very suitable ground, with a 
dense wood on the north, parade ground on the left, and 
all the Jand for balf a mile being at the service of the com 
mand, being two miles from West Chester, with the rail 
road station on the edge of the parade ground, a splendid 
| ~~ for an encampment, being the highest point of land 
n eastern Pennsylvania. 

On the first day the dress parade was held on the higher 
part of the parade ground, which sloped about twenty feet; 
afterwards a change was made, and the line formed at the 
lower base. The visitors came out in large numbers, un in 
crease being noticed duily. Special trains of ten cars each 
were provided, and they were so crowded that many of the 
passengers in their eagerness to get to camp made their exit 
through the car windows. It was an orderly crowd, and 
gave the geuards po trouble in keeping the parade ground 
clear ; a better view being bad from the bigh ground, they 
were not inclined to encroach, 

The inspection on Thursday, P. M., was conducted by the 
Adjutant General in the presence of the Governor and his 
staff, also division and brigade staff and several U. 8. Army 
officers. Every musket was found to be in first-class con 
dition, uniforms neat and well fitting. equipments in per- 
fect order, and not a button or buckle missing ; the men 
were remarkably steady, and a critical examination failed 
to disclose any errors whatever. The first ceremony on the 
fleld—the dress parade on Saturday—was faultless, but the 
battalion skirmish drill and dress parade on inspection day 
were executed with decidedly more snap and energy, and 
the Ist Regt. will without doubt receive a very high rating 
for proficiency. 

The command basa very high appreciation of the service 
of the U. 8. Engineers, and their instructions were listened 
to with great interest. Lieuts. Patrick and Judson stated 
that their object was to show the Guardsmen how they per- 
formed their duty inthe U.S. Army (not to iustruct), but 
when the entrenchments were started on Friday morning 
the Regulars were uested to stand off and instruct, and 
the Ist Kegt. men took the picks and shovels and threw up a 
200 foot embankment in about 30 minutes. They were not 
working against time, and many were the jocular remarks 
made on the occasion, such as “Mickey, here comes your 
wife with the dinner kettle:” “Bill, if your wife would ask 
you to throw ina ton of coal how you would kick.” Dur 
ing the whole week squads of men, and when possible whole 
companies, were taken to tbe rifie range (established a short 
distance from camp) for practice with very satisfactory re- 
—. and the number of qualified marksmen will be doubled

The sham battle on Friday afternoon was instituted about 
8 Pp. M., while two of the companies were at the rifle range.

A., marched out of camp and 
approached from the south, scaling a fence, a skirmish line 
(Co. E) was thrown out, firing commenced, several attacks 
were made by the mght wing and repulsed. 

Co. G made an attempt to capture the entrenchment by a 
flank movement to the west, but was frustrated by Co. A. 
The right wing then moved by the flank tothe east and 
lodged in a railroad cut, from which two unsuccessful ad- 
vances were made. Co. E was ordered to make a flank 
movement up a road to the west, but was cut off by B, they 
advanced further to the north and B made a diagonal 
movement to bead therm off, but got too far away from the 
main body, Co. S climbing up the embankment cut off the 
retreat and Co. B found themselves between Cand E. Co. F 
was sent fu r tothe northto annoy the left wing, ad- 
vanced a quarter ofamile and tooka westerly direction, 
and Co. B was ordered to defend the earthworks from the 
rear. Co. F after making a wide detour halted bebind some 
brushwood, where six men were left in command of the 2d 
lieutenant, while the major portion of the company pro- 

ed to return to the main body. B fearing an attuck 
from F through a gulley covered the west flank of the 
woods, while the balance of the left wing were in a Jefer- 
sive line facing east, protecting the flank of the earthworks 
with the opposing force in the cut. Co. C madea flank 
movement to the south, made a dash and captured the en- 
trenchments and the bandful of men thereiu. 

The engagement occupied three hours. Two officers were 
slightly injured, one in scaling a fence; one private fell 
trom exhaustion, and several prisoners were taken on both 
sides. Blank cartridges were used, and one difficulty about 
the fight was that the men did not know when they ought 
to be dead, either side could not take care of prisoners, and 
the opposing forces advanced too close. 

The Hospital Corps, consisting of the three surgeons, hos- 
pital steward and assistant, with nine enlisted men, as 
stretcher bearers, bad little-to do as the health of the camp 
waa excellent. One case of exhaustion, a few inrju 
hands from ball playing, and a few cases of disorder caused 
by change of water were about all that required atte ntion, 
and the fine new regulation ambulance was of little use 
or than for the instruction of the corps in the ambulance

THE MASSACHUSETTS RIFLEMEN ABROAD. 


Tue Volunteer Service Gazette gives some inter- 
esting particulars of the visit of the Massachusetts 
riflemen. Of their visit to Paris it says: ** More than 
one member of the team was heard to sincerely re- 
gret that he had not elected to stay in some Euglish 
county fora few days in preference to taking the 
trip to ths French capital. At Paris the Americans 
were landed at the wrong hotel, and when they ar- 
rived at the correct headquarters it was only to dis- 
cover that the manager bad let the apartments, 
which he should have reserved for them, because 
they bad not reached the hotel exactly at the time 
indicated. This discovery was too much for the 
ejuanimity of even the captain of the American 
team, and he straightway intimated that unless the 
apartments were at once harded over his team 
would take possession of them. The manager of the 
hotel shrugged his shoulders and said, ‘ impossible ;’ 
but finding that the Americans meant business, he 
soon found it quite possible to meet their just de- 
mands. Two days of the week were devoted to 
drives to various places of interest; on the majority 
of otber days the team visited the Exbibition. One 
day they were invited bv Buffalo Bill to his show, 
and subsequently Col. Cody entertained them at 
dinver, when they enjoyed that which they after- 
wards described as the only ‘square meal’ they had 
while in France, the menu including such American 
wer as pork and beans, clam chowder and jerked 

ef.”’ 

The speech of Major Frost at the dinner given to 
the team of the Honorable Artillery Company is 
described “as one of his happiest efforts. The de- 
ecription of the week in Paris was very amusing. 
prosetin contiruous laughter. The major repeated 

is high appreciation of the extreme kindness with 
which the team had been received in England, and 
utilized the occasion to pay that which he termed 
his official acknowledgment of the indebtedness of 
the force he represented to the English volunteers 
for the secretary with which they bad supplied the 
team. He anticipated that asa result of the Massa- 
chusetts visit the English Government might pay 
some greater attention to thesights of the rifles wit 
which they armed the volunteers—at all events if 
they were wise they would doso. He need not say 
how glad the Americans would be to again welcome 
a British team to the States—only when they did 
come he expected they would bring a better mili- 
tary weapon than the Martino. Henry, and they might 
make up their minds that the Americans would 
soou have a much better rifle than the Springfield.” 

The Gazette, concluding, says: “A number of 
friends came to the hotel to bid the team farewell 
and God speed. A box of magnificent grapes came 
up from the Warren, with the compliments of Major 
McKenzie. Mr. Perkins, of the H. A. C., intercepted 
the riflemen at Russell Square on their way to Eus- 
ton, when a ‘stirrup cup’ was joined in by all. The 
latevess of the hour—midnight—did not deter many 
Eoglish volunteers and English ladies from attend- 
ing to say ‘Good bye,’ and as thetrain moved out of 
the station it carried with it those of whom English- 
men have none but agreeable memories.”’ 





DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


THE Various orders, issued by command of Brig. 
Gen. A. Ordway, District of Columbia militia, and 
prepared by Lieutenant Colonel H. R. Lemly, 
(Ist heutenant, 3d U.S. Artillery), Acting Adju- 
tant General, relative to the recent anpual encamp- 
ment of troops of the District, were clear and con- 
cise. Among them was a manual for pitching and 
striking tents. Instructions and regulations rela- 
tive to duties in camp aud provisions for the for- 
mation in the field and dress parades were, in the 
absence of prescribed tactics for three battalion 
regiments, also issued and adopted.

The 
text, by Francisco Baredo, is accompanied by very 
spirited and beautiful illustrations by the Spanish 
artist, José Cusach. The publishers are the suc- 
cessors of N. Ramirez and Co., of Barcelona. 

Part 
first contains 23 chapters upon garrison life; part 
second has 13 chapters: Ist. Education, uniforms, 
descriptions of infantry, cavalry. artillery, engi- 
neers, geveral officers, administration, ete. 2d. His-

Christianity and Agnosticism, a Controversy, 

Consisting of Papers by Henry Wace, D. D.; Pro- 
fessor Thomas H. Huxley, the Bishop otf Peter- 
borough, W. H. Mallock, Mrs. Humphry Ward. 
New York: D. Appleton and Co. This is a very in- 
teresting statement of the relations of agnosticism 
to theologic religion as represented by the Angli- 
ean Church. Controversialists seldom, if ever, suc- 
ceed in convincing any one but themselves, and their 
followers, but this controversy has certainly doae 
excellent service by more sharply defining the exact 
limits of ugnostic assertion and denial. Presenting 
his own creed, as the chief apostle of agoosticim, 
Prof. Huxley says, “it is a method, the essence of 
which lies in the vigorous application of a single 
principle * * * positively, the principle may be 
expressed: In matters of the intellect, follow your 
reason as far as it will take you, without regard to 
any otber consideration. And negatively: ln mat- 
ters of the intellect, do not pretend that conclusions 
are certain which are not demonstrated or demon- 
strable. That I take to be the agnostic faith, which 
if a man keep whole and undefiled, be shall not be 
ashamed to look the universe in the faca, whatever 
the future may have instore for him.” Defining 
this, one of Mr. Huxley’s opponents in this contro- 
versy, W. H. Mallock, says: “It means precisely 
what every one else has all along been saying, that 
agnosticism js to allintents and purposes a doctrine, 
a creed, a faith, or a philosophy. the essence of 
which is the negation of theologic religion. Now the 
fundamental propositions of theologic religion are 
these: *“* There is a personal God, who watches over 
the lives of men and there is an immortal soul in 
man, distinct from the flux of matter. Agoosticism, 
then, expressed in the briefest terms, amounts to 
two articles—not of belief, but of disbelief. I donot 
believe in any God, personal, intelligent, or with a 
purpose; or, at least, with any purpose that has any 
concern with man. I do not believe in any im- 
mortal soul, or in any personality or consciousness 
surviving the dissolution of the body.” To the ag- 
nostics’ assertion that they do not deny but simp! 
refuse to believe on insufficient evidence, Mr. Mai- 
lock replies: ** This, even if truein some dim and 
remote sense, 1s for practical purposes a mere piece 
of solemn quibbling, and it is utterly belied by the 
very men who use it, whenever they raise their 
voices to speak to the world at large. Tne agnostics, 
if they shrink from saying that there is no God, at 
least tell us that there is nothing to suggest that 
there is one. Surely, if they never spoke more 
strongly than this, for practical purposes this is an 
absolute denial.”’ 
The controversy here recorded started with the 
paper on agnosticism read at the Manchester Church 
Congress in 1888, and was coutinued in papers in 
“The Nineteenth Century,” from February to June 
following. Included in the volume is a paper by 
the authoress of Robert Elsmere, in which sbe offers 
us tho hope, suvh as it is, that, even were the agnos- 
tics to establish their position, we might keep firm 
bold “of that vast heritage of feeling which goes 
back, after all, through all the overgrowths of 
dream and speculation, to that strongest of all the 
rorees of buman life—love of man for man, the trust 
of the lower soul in the bigher, the hope and the 
faith which the leader and the hero kindles amid 
the masses.” 


We are obliged to a San Francisco friend for a 
copy of the Morning Cau, of that city, containing a 
full report of the address delivered by Irving M. 
Scott, Esq., president of the Union Iron Works, 
upon the occasion of laying the cornerstone of the 
fine structure of the Academy of Sciences, July 12. 
The Academy is one of the munificent legacies of 
James Lick to San Francisco. Mr. Scott's address 
is a long, but, at the same time, very interesting re- 
view of the development of knowledge and inven- 
tion from the earliest times down—sbal! we say—to 
the buildicg of the U.S. 8S. Charleston. It is as full 
of erudition as an egg is of meat, and would be an 
exceptionally creditable production for a professor 
of pantology, if modern universities bad such pro- 
fessors now-a-days. We quote the introductory 
paragraph as asample of Mr. Scott's original way 
of treating his subjects: 
SCIENCE LIKE A RIVER. 

In its development science may be likened toa river witb 
its branches, sources, dramage area—io fine, its environ- 
ment. Expl finds the water, as a source of the river, 
dover tne surface of the drainage area, or diffused 
ab its various underlying formation; also finds the 
water, on account of its powertully opregt qualities,

From this diffuse condition the water gathers into 





in some s rect, in others through the medium of re: 
ceptacies impart their character to it, Thus op one 
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hand it springs forth as from Castalian fount, and on the 
other creeps sluggishly along as from Serbonian bog. As 
the case may be in the formation of these streams, they 
eventually unite into larger, und these into larger still, and 
so on till the river flows as a unit. 

We regret our inability to follow Scott’s River to 
the ocean of full scientific development—a river 
broader and deeper than the Amazon and carrying 
a larger and richer freightage than the Mersey, 
Thames, and Hudson. The address is not only in- 
teresting and novel, but, as a reasonable interpreta- 
tion of the progress of human thought in different 
lands, the most practical answer to agnosticism and 
the best “Seriptures” of evolution that could be 
asked for. It will probably be issued in permanent 
shape, and in that case can be procured by address- 
ing the president of the Academy at San Francisco.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


M. Minet: has developed in France a new electro- 
lytis process for producing aluminium which bas, 
since November, produced 33 1b. to 44 lb. daily at the 
establishment of MM. Bernard Frerés, of Creil. MM. 
Bernard sell the pure aluminium now at $10 a 
pound, their original price having been $26. Metal 
which contains 4to5 per cent. of iron, and 5 per 
cent. of other impurities, has been reduced in price 
in like proportion from $12 to %. Specimens of 
aluminium io ingots and in the manufactured states 
are shown in the Paris Exhibition in Class 48. The 
ingots vary from 2.2 Ib. to 220 |b. and are the result 
of the operations referred to. There are also speci- 
mens of wires, tubes for the construction of opera- 
glasses, aluminium bronze for machinery and ferro- 
aluminium. Engineering reports that the Minet 
process has the following advantages: 1. It only re- 

uires currents of small electromotive force. 2. 
the principal substance is regenerated to a large 
degree. 3. The electrolytic bath is protected to a 
great extent against the corrosion of the fluorine by 
a most ingenious device. 





Brassey’s Annual states that the force developed 
by the discharge of a 1ll-ton gun is 50 enormous, 
that were the “amount of evergy ’’ imparted to its 
projectile on discharge to be “applied in tbe form 
of an upward push, it would lift the entire vessel, 
weighing 10,000 tons, six feet into the air.” Ar- 
resting the recoils resulting from such discharges in 
a very short space, produces a heavy concussion 
upor the ship and strains her beams and decks, 
which have had to be strengthened to withstand 
these violent shocks. 





The Admiralty Gazette says: **‘ How far the 1ll- 
ton guns, or even those of sixty-nine tons weight, 
will stand continuous firing is at best doubtful, and 
is hkely to continue so, as such discharges with the 
full amount of powder and weight of shot would in 
any case greatly shorten the already too short lives 
of these heavy ordnance. Besides the doubt as to 
whether our new guns will withstand their present 
charges in naval engagements, when their trust- 
worthiness will be of the bighest importance, there 
is the furtber danger of heavy barbette ordnance 
becoming silenced by the projectiles of quick firing 
guns, a single blow from one of which would proba- 
bly disable any of these built-up weapons if hit on 
thechase. Our heavy gun fired at by a six- pounder 
was pierced through one side, the shot sticking 
across the bore, and effectually placing the gun 
hors de combat. The craze for big ordnance is, bow- 
ever, rapidly dissipating, but that for lengthening 
the guns still continues, the latest weapons having 
been made still longer than those which preceded 
them. This movement is, however, merely a repeti- 
tion of what occurred in the days of smooth-bore 
weapons, which were made longer and longer, until 
their drooping at the muzzle and other disadvan- 
tages caused a return to shorter and handier guns.

This year’s practice of the Prussian Artillery 
Brigade of the Guards at Hammerstein, in Eastern 
Prussia, derived considerable interest from the fact 
that the so-called smokeless powder was tried for 
the first time in Germany, and stood the test most 
satisfactorily. The first regimert consisted of eleven 
batieries, the second of eight, and each spent at 
least a day in firing all sorts of projectiles with the 
smokeless powder. At each shot all that was visible 
was a ball of black smoke about three feet in diame- 
ter, whieh quickly disappeared. The powder leaves 
so httle refuse in the bore that it is not necessary to 
clean it out after every shot, but only to pass a rag 
dipped in oil through it now and then. I[n Italy 
similar experiments were revently made with this 
powder, which also yielded satisfactory results. 





A telegram from Toulon announces that an ex- 
plosion, attended with disastrous results, ovcurred 
on July 31 on board tbe artillery training frigate 
Couronne at Les Salines d’Hyéres. During the clean- 
ing of a machine gun a charge in one of the tubes, 
which had not been fired, exploded. Five of those 
standing near the gun were killed outright, and 17 
others were injured. The condition of three of the 
latter is serious. 





The work on the new gun shop at the Washington 
Navy-yard is now completed, the tools are in place, 
and everything is about ready to start. Steam will 
probably be turned on in a couple of weeks. Some 
days will undoubtedly be consumed in getting the 
machinery limbered up and in good working order. 
This will greatly increase the capacity of the yard. 





Further particulars are known of the new Swiss 
rifle. its calibre is 7.5 mm.; the weight of the pro- 
jectile (steel-covered and nickelled) 13.1 grammes, 
and of the charge 2.4 grammess; the velocity, 615 
ewes s and the maximum pressure, 1,300 atmos- 
pheres.

In February of this year, the Deutsche Heeres 
Zeitung gave some interesting particulars of the 
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new, almost smokeless, powders which are being 
made by the united Rhine and Westphalian fac 
tories. ith a pew 10.5 cm. Krupp gun, % calibres 
long, an initial velocity of 527 metres was given toa 
projectile of 18 kg., with 3.9 kg. of the powder, 
under a pressure of 1,955 atmospheres. Our con- 
temporary now reports that, at a subsequent trial 
with the same gun, a projectile of 18.15 kg. received 
an initial velocity of 542 metres, with a pressure of 
only 1,942 atmospheres, 4 kg. of the powder being 
used, while, when the charge was increased to 4.5 
kg., the velocity was 586 metres, and the average 
pressure 2.300 atmospheres. The following are the 
results with another sort of the same large-graiu 
powder: With a12 cm. gun and projectile of 26.2 
kg.: Charge, 5 ke.; velocity, 472 metres; pressure, 
1,240 atmospheres. Charge, 7.5 kg.; velocity, 621 
metres; pressure, 2,270 atm. Guo of 13 cm., and 
projectile of between 30.0l and 30.27 kg.: Charge, 
5.5 kg.; velocity, 512 metres; pressure, 1,340 atm. 
Charge, 6.5 kg.; velocity, 625 metres; pressure, 2,010 
atm. Gun of 15 cm., and projectile of 515 kg.: 
—Charge, 10 kg.; velocity, 501 metres; pressure, 
1,630 atm. Charge, 14 kg.; velocity, 617 metres; pres- 
sure, 2,550 atm. 





The Avenir Militaire says: “A mortar designed 
by General Enugelbard bas been added to the arma- 
ment of the Russian field forces. Its calibre is 7 in., 
and its weight 460 kilos. It will throw shells of 24 
kilos., or shrapnels of 30 kilos., with a charge of 1.84 
kilos. of large-grained powder, giving an initial 
velocity of 235 metres and a maximum range of 
3,200 metres.

The march past was an 
imposing spectacle. 

Cou. VINCENT, of the French Army, bas been im- 
prisoned for thirty days for allowing an interview 
with him to be published in various jourvals in 
order to defend himself against the calumnies of 
political opponents. 





Tse Khedive has conferred the Orders of the Os- 
manie and Medjidie on 13 British officers who were 
brought to notice for their services during the ope- 
rations at Suakim in December last. 

Tue Vienna Butletin Militaire publishes an impe- 
rial order increasing all the infantry regiments b 
86 men each, being a total addition to the 102 regi- 
ments of the army of about 9,000 men. This brings 
the infantry to a war footing. The 4l regiments 
of cavalry, however, are to be reduced by 36 men 
each.

in commenting upon the magaitude of the forth- 
coming naval review as compared with those of the 
last two years, most of the papers overlook the fact 
that, in some respects, at least, it is far smailer than 
that of 1856, after the Crimean War. [n weight of 
guns and in destructive power the world uever saw 
such a formidable array as will assemble at Spit- 
head next week; but in 1856, 300 ships took part, 
against about 170 this year, and, while those 170 will 
only carry some 25, men, there were 30,000 on 
board the 1856 fleet. Though the event of thirty- 
three years ago was more or less of a fiasco through 
some of the vessels becoming unmunageable, the 
mighty squadron with white sails set (the steamers 
were comparatively few) afforded a far nobler sight 
than will the hetereogeneous collection of machines 
which all the world willin a few days be running 
to gaze at.— Hawk. 

In Engineering for Aug. 2, 1889, Lieut. G. W. Hov- 
gaard, Royai Danish Navy, concludes his article on 
“The Seaworthiness of Torpedo Boats.’’ He says: 
“For any given speed and given sea there will 
always exist a certain position of boat to the sea in 
which the rolling is a maximum, so that all that can 
be done is to try to reduce this maximum as much 
as possible. It isa matter of experience, that the 
more the direction of the sea is aft the less is its 
strength, a fact which isin itself obvious. {t must 
therefore be an advantage to place the poiat of 
maximum rolling as far aft as possible. The worst 
position forthe maximum po.ot will be between 
four points on the beam and on the beam; for not 
only is the force of the sea yery great here, but also 
its steepness. The mistake of the French naval 
architects seems to have been that they have sacri- 
ficed safety to easiness of motion. They have over- 
looked the fact that terpedo boats are naturally 
small vessels, which canuot be sent to sea with sta- 
bility reduced comparatively to that of big iron- 
clads, simply on account of their smaliness com- 
pared to the sea they have to meet.” 








SEVERAL Japanese naval officers who were under 
orders to leave for England in order to take over 
the Chiyoda Kan from her builders, Messrs. Thomp - 
son and Co., of Glasgow, left by the French mail 
July 24. Her dimensious are: Length, 310 feet; 
beam, 41 feet. The hullis of steel with asteel belt 
84 centimetres in thickuess, Her armament will in- 
clude 10 quick-firing guns of 10 centimetres, aod 
several quick-firing three pounders. She will also 
be furnished with three fish torpedo tubes, the tor- 
pedoes having a speed of 28 knots.

Fifty-four miles 
were completed more than a year ago, and have 
been opea for traffic ever since; but the remainio 
four miles lay in an extremely dificult country, an 
could not be finished within the time limit coatem- 
plated by the charter. Oa this account the Portu- 
guese Government declared the concession forfeited, 
and apparently attempted to take possession of the 
road without regard for the rights of the company. 
But this was not so easy. England took the matter 
seriously,and promptly arranged to send a gunboat 
to the point threatened. We seemed to be on the 
eve of arailroad war between England and Portu- 
gal. But more peaceful counsels prevailed. The 
guoboat frightened the Portuguese more effectively 
than a general freight agent could have done. This 
is not because a gunboat is in itself more dangerous 
than a general freight agent. On the contrary, we 
are convinced that more property has been de- 
stroyed in the last ten years by general freight 
agents than by gunboats. But a gunboat, armed 
with modern weapons of precision, usually bits 
what it aims at, while a general freight agent. armed 
with irresponsible authority, does not. Wecommend 
the study of this distinction to presidents who think 
of engaging in railroad wars.

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INDIAN CAVALRY. thems more or less complete. The English collec- 


{n_“ Artist Wanderings Among the Cheyennes,” 
Mr. Frederic Remington, speaking of the so-called 
“Indian Problem,” says: “The present scheme of 
taking a few boysand girls away from the camps to 
put them in school where they are taught English, 
morals, and trades bas nothing reprehensible about 
it, except that it is absolutely of no consequence so 
far as solving the Indian problem is concerned. The 
few boys retura to the camps with their Ee. 
their school clothes, and their short hair. They 
know a trade also, but have no opportunity to be 
employed in it. They loaf about the forts for a time 
with nothing to do, and the white men talk pigeon 
English to them and the wild Indians sneer at them. 
Their virtues are unappreciated, and, as a natural 
consequence, the thousands of years of barbarism 
which is bred in their nature overcome the three 
little seasons of school training. oer go to the 
camps, 20 back to the blanket, let their hair grow, 
and forget their English. In a year one cannot tell 
aschool-boy from any other little savage, and in 
the whole proceeding I see nothing at all strange. 

‘““No one not direvtly interested ever questioned 
that the Indian Department should have been at- 
tached to the War Department; but that 1s too 
patent a fact to discuss. Now the Indian affairs are 
in so hopeless a state of dry-rot that practical wen, 
in political or in military circles, hesitate to attempt 
the role of reformers. If anything is done to re- 
lheve the condition of the Indian tribes it must be a 
scheme which begins at the bottom and takes the 
‘whole outfit,’ as a Western man would say, 1n its 
scope. If these measures of relief are at all tardy, 
before we realize it the wild Indian tribes will be, 
as some writer has said, ‘loafers and outcasts con- 
tending with the dogs for kitchen scraps in Western 
villages.’ They have all raised stock successfully 
when not interfered with or not forced by insuffi- 
cient rations to eat up their stock cattle to ap 
their hunger, and [ bave never heard that Indians 
were not made of soldier stuff. A great many Western 
garrisons bave their corps of Indian scouts. In every 
case they prove efficient. They are naturally the 
finest irregular cavalry on the face of this globe, 
and with an organization similar to that of the Rus- 
sian Cossacks they would do the United States great 
good and become themselves gradually civilized. 
An irregular cavalry is every year a more and more 
iwportant brauch of the service. Any good cavalry 
officer, 1 believe, could take a command of [ndians 
and ride around the world without having a piece 
of bacon, or a cartridge, or a horse issued by his 
Government. So far as effective police work in the 
West is concerned, the corps of Indian scouts do 
nearly all of that service now. They all like to be 
enlisted into the service, universally obe y orders, 
and are never disloyal.” 








NATIONAL TUNES. 


At the:equest of the leader of the Marine Band, 
Prof. John Philip Sousa, the State Department has 
sent requests to sixty Consuls, stationed in out-of- 
the-way parts of the world, for copies of the na- 
tional anthems of the countries to which they are 
accredited. Prof. Sousa wants these hymns to add 
to the collection which he has been making for 13 
years, and which is to be issued soon under author- 
ity of the Navy Department. England, France and 
Germany have issued collections of national an- 
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tion was made up at the time the Queen's jubilee 
was held, and in it is published an arrangement of 
* Hail, Columbia,’”’ by Prof. Sousa, prepared at the 
instance of the State Department by request of the 
British Foreign Office. The British collection has 
only 35 hymns, the French 25, and the German 61. 
Prof. Sousa bas on hand 115 anthems or hymns. The 
prettiest of these, he says, 1s the song of the Malay 
pirates. Hehas the song of the Uelebes Islands, 
Siam, Java, Corea, and a great many other strange 
laces. Some of them he obtained from the mem- 
rs of foreign legations here, others from the 
books of travellers, and otbers from travellers who 
had heard them and could hum them forhim. The 
Nautch dance of Borneo he obtained from a travel- 
ler who had lived for many yearsin India. The 
Siamese national authem be obtained six years ago 
from a member of the embassy sent to this country 
on a special mission. He loaned the music to Pat 
Gilmore, who was playing ia Madison Square Gar- 
den at a horse show, and Gilmore played it on the 
entrance of the Siamese one night. The morning 
following there appeared in a Boston puper an elab- 
orate account of the discovery of the Siamese hymu 
by Gilmore in a rare book of music during his trav- 
els abroad, and of the marvellous coincidence of his 
finding it in his portfolio when the Siamese am bas- 
sadors entered the garden.
